Our  present  knowledge  forces  us 
to  make  decisions  affecting  life 
and  death. 

D r.  Stukenbroker  described 
communism’s  powerful  array  of 
appeals — utopia,  and  a scientific 
solution  to  man’s  problems. 

In  describing  the  effects  of 
communism,  he  said  it  stifles  the 
inquiring  mind  and  search  for 
truth,  and  constricts  the  human 
spirit  in  a cloistered,  petty,  ma- 
terialistic, mechanical  and  utili- 
tarian world,  where  man  becomes 
a robot,  whose  only  value  is  how 
much  and  how  fast  he  can  pro- 
duce for  the  Communist  Party. 

HE  SAID  that  the  greatest 
tragedy  in  communism  is  that  it 
misses  the  grandeur  and  majesty 
and  misery  of  life.  Everything  is 
reduced  to  a one-dimensional 
world,  with  no  creativity  or  spon- 
tenaity. 

Dr.  Stukenbroeker  stated  that 
students  must  learn  about  com- 
munism, and  put  that  knowledge 
to  work  as  free  citizens  in  a free 
society,  cherish  the  values  of 
freedom,  and  be  proud  of  their 
country  and  religious  heritage. 

He  said  that  con>munism  fears 
the  kind  of  man  a university  can 
produce — one  who  is  a free  moral

A closed  hearing  was  held  Mon- 
day for  the  purpose  of  settling 
protests  and  making  an  official 
decision  on  the  disputed  Grand 
Prix  bike  race  held  Y Day. 

THE  OFFICIAL  decision  from 
a group  of  students  selected  as 
judges  was  made  in  favor  of  the 
Two  by  Twos  for  first  place  in 
the  overall  race.  They  had  orig- 
inally been  disqualified  for  “ques- 
tionable actions.” 

Protests  were  heard  from  the 
Alpine  Club  and  the  Flatracks 
against  the  Two  by  Twos  con- 
cerning their  actions  in  the 
changeover  of  racers. 

In  taking  a chance  on  being 
dropped  to  second  place,  the 
Great  Iranians  spokesman  voiced 
a plea  in  favor  of  the  disqualified 
team. 

THE  PROTESTS  were  with- 
drawn upon  explanation  by  the 
Two  by  Twos  for  their  actions. 

Second  place  went  to  the  Great 
Iranians,  who  had  been  unoffic- 
ially announced  as  first  place 
winners.  Third  place  went  to  the 
Alpine  Club  and  the  Four  Spokes 
took  fourth. 

IN  THE  10-speed  category,  the 
Two  by  Twos  took  first  with 
70.57  minutes  and  the  Alpine 
Club  came  in  second  with  75.12 
minutes.  First  place  in  the  3 
speed  category  went  to  the  Great 
Iranians  with  a time  of  72.43  min- 
utes and  second  place  went  to  the 
Four  Spokes  with  77.08  minutes.

As  Communists  Fire . . , 


Four  Refugees 
Crash  B.  Wall 


BERLIN  (UPI) — Four  young 
East  German  refugees  who  ram- 
med a truck  through  the  Berlin 
wall  to  the  West  said  Monday 
they  didn’t  even  know  that  Com- 
munist guards  shot  at  them. 

The  excitement  vvas  so  great, 
a 24-year-old  construction  work- 
er added,  he  only  discovered  two 
days  after  the  escape  that  his 
arm  was  broken. 

The  four  youths  on  April  29 
crashed  a five-ton  East  German 
army  truck  into  the  wall  and  fled 
through  the  gap  to  West  Berlin 
under  Communist  fire. 

“As  we  rammed  the  truck 
through  the  barbed  wire  and  in- 
to the  wall,  the  noise  was  so 
great  we  didn’t  hear  the  shots.” 
said  one. 

“We  only  learned  from  the 
newspapers  the  next  day  that  the 
VOPOS  (Peoples  Police)  had 
been  firing  at  us,”  he  said.

Lambert  Wins 
Senate  Chair, 
Follows  Smith

Replacing  Sidney  Smith  as  Sen- 
ate President  for  next  year  will 
be  Gene  Lambert.  In  the  primary 
voting  Lambert  tied  with  Doug 
Morrison,  defeating  Dillon  Inou- 
ye  and  John  Hardy.  In  the  tie- 
off  vote,  Lambert  came  out  ahead 
by  a vote  of  20  to  15. 

Lambert  stated  in  his  cam- 
paign speech  that  the  Senate 
should  be  a deliberative  and  in- 
dependent body,  not  influenced 
by  the  administration  or  other 
campus  groups. 

“THE  SENATE,”  according  to 
Lambert,  “does  not  have  enough 
legislation  to  justify  its  exist- 
ence.” Therefore,  he  would  like 
to  see  it  become  a constitutional 
body.  Eventually,  it  might  be  re- 
vised into  a student  forum,  he 
suggested. 

, He  feels  that  the  Senate  should 
be  a ‘cultural  and  social  force 
rather  than  a social  function.” 

Lambert  is  currently  serving  as 
Assistant  Chief  Justice  of  the  Su- 
preme Court  and  has  previously 
served  in  the  Senate.

Mr.  Evans  was  born  in  Ogden, 
Utah.

Evans  operated  the  radio  station 
at  Walter  Reed  Hospital,  after 
starting  his  radio  and  television 
career  at  KSL,  Salt  Lake  City. 

Following  the  war,  he  did  a 
coast-to-coast  fiteen  minute  news 
broadcast.  For  fifteen  years  he 
did  the  morning  broadcast  over 
CBS  in  Washington,  replacing 
Arthur  Godfrey. 

MR.  EVANS  is  now  seen  on 
documentary  medical  TV  shows 
and  political  telecasts,  plus  his 
own  weekly  one-hour  show. 

He  has  traveled  extensively, 
with  four  trips  to  Africa,  across 
the  Congo  on  a hunting  trip,  two 
weeks  with  Albert  Schweizer  in 
Gabon,  Africa,  and  six  trips  to 
Europe.  He  has  also  traveled 
down  the  Amazon  River. 

Mr.  Evans  lives  in  Kenwood, 
Maryland  with  his  wife  and  three 
daughters.
